the changes in city government at the present 
time are for the city manager plan. 
The c ity manager plan of c ity government 


is grow ing by virtue of its reputation ami not 
because of an y propaganda movements. 
This 


is evidenced by the fact flint it is growing hest 
where it is best known. 
That is. the city man­ 
ager plan is spreading faster in states where 
it already has the most cities operating lim ier 


the plan. 
Here it may be Avell to suggest some of the 
outstanding merits of this scheme of govern­ 
ment, which Ila vc non for it such extensive 
recognition and approval. 
A commission is ejected at large to represent 
tile interests of all the people iii formulating 
the policies of the city. 
The commissioners 


s e l e c t a chairman a v I i o nets a s mayor and be­ 
comes tim official representative of tile city. 
The poeiiion of commissioner offers no political 
inducements. 
There are no large salaries, no 
possibilities of patronage or favors as the only 
appointment which the council makes is that 
of a responsible, non political city administra­ 
tor. 
The commissioners arc certain to be men 
interested in the highest welfare of the city. 
Otherwise they could have no reason for want­ 


ing the position.

tile city manager cities have the best m unici­ 
pal legislation. 
The c ity manager selects the heads of the 


various adm inistrative departm ents on tho basis 
of ab ility. 
These departm ent head* ami tuber 


subordinate employees hold office; and a y * r o - 
liioted in the municipal service according to 
their merits. 
This enables the manager to se­ 
lect am i train a competent corps to adm inister 
the details of the city's a ffa irs .
